Carstairs dealership vandalized 

Eight vehicles at Carstairs Ford Sales were vandalized on 
the night of June 10 at 2 am. Police say two vehicles belong¬ 
ing to customers had side windows smashed, one vehicle 
was rummaged through, and six dealership vehicles had 
their rear sliding windows damaged. A navigation system 
wtis also reported stolen. 

Didsbury RCMP Sgt . Jeff Jacobson says police are contin¬ 
uing to follow up on possible leads. Jacobson says it has not 
been determined if the damage is in connection to an inci¬ 
dent last month when vandals caused $225,000 worth of 
damage to dealership vehicles.

A resident on the street calk'd police after noticing suspi¬ 
cious individuals in the neighbourhood. When police arrived 
on scene they found five youtlts from Calgary. 

After searching the suspects, a 10-year-old male was found 
to be in possession of several stolen items from vehicles that 
liad been rummaged through earlier in the night. A 16-year- 
old female was also arrested and charged for breaching the 
conditions of a prior release document. 

The three other youths were not charged. 

He adds that there is no indication yet that the youths were 
responsible fora similar incident in Carstairs on June 1 when 
several vehicles were rummaged through.

Mennonite Central Committee international aid proj¬ 
ects are expected to benefit from an event held in 
Didsbury over the weekend. 

The 2009 MCC Alberta Relief Sale and Auction was 
held at the Didsbury Memorial Complex June 12 and 
13. Orgaanizers hoped to raise roughly $200,000. 

At last year’s MCC Relief Sale, Auction and Festival 
in Sherwood Park, a pitcher of water, representing the 
need for access to clean water worldwide brought in 
donations of $18,000. The total raised by all sale activ¬ 
ities, including auctions, bike-a-thons, craft booths, 
second-hand clothes booths and more was $210,000. 

Throughout Canada and the United States, 
Mennonite Central Committee (MCC) relief sales bring 
together food, fun and items from quilts to puzzles in 
all raising more than $6 million each year for MCC's 
worldwide relief, development and peace work. 

The Didsbury event was one of 31 relief sales in the 
United States and 14 in Canada this year, with an esti¬ 
mated 20,000 volunteers coming together to make auc¬ 
tions, food booths, entertainment and other activities 
possible. 

There are so many volunteers in Alberta interested in 
contributing their time and skills that the sale location 
has to alternate between three areas of the province - 
Edmonton/Sherwood Park, Didsbury/Calgary, and 
Coaldale- in order to give everyone a chance to partic¬ 
ipate at least once every three years. 

"The excitement of the volunteers is really great to 
see," said Bev Patkau, auction coordinator for the 
Alberta sale committee. "Everybody's trying to do the 
best job they can and raise the most money for MCC." 

Volunteers range in age from five to 95 and families 
often make working at the sale a yearly activity. 

This year an excited group of Didsbury youth (ages 
11-12) have worked for months with long-time local 
quitter, Kathy Peters, sewing quilted Christmas tree- 


skirts. The tree-skirts were sold at this year's sale. 

While the sale location may rotate, there are two 
ingredients that don't change, say organizers. 

"Expect to find friendly faces and wonderful food," 
Patkau said. 

Each sale also reflects the traditions and back¬ 
grounds of members of local churches and communi¬ 
ties. Calgary has an active Laotian Mennonite commu¬ 
nity, and the homemade spring rolls they contribute 
each year to the sale are a crowd favourite. In British 
Columbia, offerings ranged from 25,750 pirogues to a 
local aboriginal group's donation of salmon barbecue. 

Donations go beyond congregations who traditional¬ 
ly support the sale. At this year’s sale in Didsbury, a 
prominent businessman who believes in the work of 
MCC donated a treadmill. During the sale, each step 
on the treadmill was to raise money specifically for the 
HIV/AIDS programs of MCC and later, the treadmill 
was sold at the auction. 

Handmade quilts are a staple of the sales and raise 
significant funds. Individual quilts have often fetched 
more than $2,500. Another hallmark of relief sales is 
sorting coins for Penny Power, an effort to collect 
spare change for MCC's work. 

"You'll hear the jingle of coins at the sale. They might 
he in wheelbarrows. They might be in hog troughs. 
They might be spread out on tables." This year, all 
funds raised by Penny Power in Alberta will fund 
MCC's international water/agriculture projects. 

Ten Thousand Villages, an MCC sister organization 
and one of the world's oldest arid largest fair trade 
organizations, also plays a prominent role at the sale. 
With more than 130 artisan groups in more than 38 
countries in Africa, Asia and Latin America, Ten 
Thousand Villages always brings a unique blend of fair 
trade jewelry, home decor, gifts and more life. 

The auction opened with a barbecue supper at 5 p.m. 
on Friday and a free breakfast on Saturday at 7:30 a.m.

The purpose of the plan is to provide for 
the continuation of critical and vital 
municipal functions and recovery of serv¬ 
ices that were suspended in the event of a 
business disruption, in particular in the 
event of a pandemic influenza. 

“This is a business continuity plan and 
what this provides us is a template on how 
we conduct business when we are faced 
with serious staff shortages in case of a 
pandemic” says Derek Sutherland, Deputy 
Director of Municipal Emergency 
Management. 

The plan is a 130-page document com¬

Preparations are being made for a poten¬ 
tial pandemic H1N1 tin outbreak in 
Didsbury as well as across the province. 

Last Thursday, the World Health 
Organization indicated a global pandemic 
is underway by raising its alert level to 
Phase 0. 

Municipal plans will be used in coordina¬ 
tion with Alberta’s Plan for Pandemic 
Influenza, Alberta Health Services' plans, 
and the Canadian Pandemic Influenza Plan 
for the Health Sector to deal with a pan¬ 
demic, according to provincial officials.

changes the level of preparedness this 
province already has in place,” said Alberta 
Chief Medical Officer of Health Dr. Andre 
Corriveau. “Our preparations are going 
well, and Albertans should continue with 
their day-to-day activities, while exercising 
every precaution to avoid transmission of 
the virus." 

Didsbury’s chief administrative officer 
began updating council last month on pan¬ 
demic preparations within the municipali¬ 
ty- 

At that time, Town of Didsbury staff and 


dealing with but not limited to emergency 
services such as fire protection and polic¬ 
ing. 

Sutherland said “we’re expected to func¬ 
tion regardless of whether or not we have 
sufficient staff to function...so if we’re 
down 60 per cent of our staff what this 
says...it identifies here what have to mn 
no matter what...water, sewer, EMS, fire, 
police...” He added that the RCMP had 
their own plan in case of a pandemic as 
well.

public- officials had already begun review¬ 
ing the town’s municipal pandemic plan. 

A bulletin describing how to help a per¬ 
son avoid contracting the flu as well as a 
list of symptoms, has been sent out to staff. 

And, in the event there is a run on sup¬ 
plies, town officials have also stockpiled 
face masks for staff use. 

Corriveau said raising the alert level to 
Phase 6 does not change the level of risk to 
the public, which he says remains low 

“We have known for some time that this 
virus was spreading around the world, just 
as any flu is capable of doing,” said 
Corriveau. “The Phase 6 designation is not 
indicative of how severe this disease is. It 
is a measure of where and how widespread 
the new- virus has gone around the world." 

The Who classification of Phase 6 - the 
pandemic- phase - is characterized by com¬ 
munity level human-to-human spread of 
the virus into at least two countries in one 
WHO region, as well as at least one other 
country in a different WHO region. 

Alberta officials say they are working 
closely with other provinces and territories 
and the- Public Health Agency of Canada to 
monitor 1I1N1 influenza activity. 

The* goat of Alberta’s plan is to reduce ill¬ 
ness and death due to influenza and mini¬ 
mize disruptions to the- daily life of 
Alttertans. Officials say it is a work in 
progress and will In- updated and added to 
as the situation changes. 

Didsbury adopted its pandemic plan last 
year. It aims to continue prioritized servic¬ 
es to residents in a pandemic situation. 


Legislative Services, Corporate Services, 
Policing, Fire Protection, Municipal 
Emergency Management, EMS, 
Operations Department, Parks and 
Recreation, Cemetery. 

Though many of them also fall under 
necessary or desired services Sutherland 
said that many of those working in the crit¬ 
ical and vital departments could share jobs 
in case of a pandemic and that town 
departments are very important as part of 
the plan. 

“The town council is empowered as the 
elected body to declare a state of emer¬ 
gency... they can liaise with 
citizens...they can be really critical in an 
emergency to just assist in wherever they 
can...volunteer their time to help mn the 
town as it were." 

Sutherland said that in case of an emer¬ 
gency or pandemic they could rely on 
town employees depending on their skill 
sets. “We keep ;m inventory list of all our 
staff...it's a skills inventory list." As 
employees are hired they an* asked to fill 
out this list, which is added to the list of 
employees who possess various skills that 
could aid in case of a pandemic. “So if 
there is someone who is CPR certified 
they could assist in driving the ambulance 
while tin* paramedic assists someone in 
the back." 

Sutherland said that the plan was avail- 
aide to all residents who are interested in 
taking a look at it hut in east- a pandemic 
occurs town residents would l>e notified 
through I*SAs and through town council.

Tobacco marketing 
to kids sickening

Tlu' federal government has announced plans to take 
stronger action to counter moves by the 1 tobacco industry 
to turn young people into young tobacco users. 

Legislation tallied in the House of Commons last wix'k 
will, according to Minister of Health Leona Aglukkaq, bet¬ 
ter protect children and youth from tobacco marketing that 
encourages them to smoke. The proposed amendments to 
the Tobacco Act would prohibit the addition of fruit 
flavours and other additives, such as vitamins or sugar, that 
give a candy flavour to little cigars, also known as cigiiril- 
los, cigarettes and blunt wraps (sheets or tubes of tobac¬ 
co). 

The legislation would also remove a current exception in 
the Tobacco Act that allows ads to be placed in publica¬ 
tions with an adult readership of at least 85 per cent. This 
particular measure responds to a recent resurgence of 
tobacco ads in free entertainment weeklies and daily news¬ 
papers. 

Despite all their other business these days, including 
dealing with the recession, MPs will hopefully come togeth¬ 
er to quickly pass this important piece of legislation. 

Canadians of all ages everywhere' will applaud MPs who 
put aside their differences for the better good in this case. 

At the provincial level, it is already illegal for any person 
under the age of 18 to possess any tobacco product, 
whether it’s cigarettes, cigarillos or chew. 

Unfortunately, enforcement of the anti-possession law 
remains virtually non-existent - a quick look outside any 
high school at lunch breaks will invariably show a clutch of 
underage smokers practising their habits. 

Alberta has a good anti-possession law, but what good 
does it do if it's ignored on the enforcement side? 

Stelnuich cabinet ministers have been making a lot of 
noise these days about creating a health system that is 
more financially viable. Doesn't that include keeping young 
people out of overburdened and very costly cancer wards? 

With the federal government stepping up its efforts to 
protect Canadian youth from tobacco dangers, it's high 
time for the provincial government to do its part by making 
enforcement of the anti-possession law a higher priority.

Protecting children 
from ethical abuse

The Manitoba government is seeking 
permanent custody of a brother and 
sister already in care. 

What's wrong with the parents? 
Media reports have mentioned possible 
drug and alcohol abuse. But if pn'ss 
coverage is accurate, the main issue is 
that the parents have been teaching 
their children to hate non-whites and 
how to act on that hatred. Apparently, 
the seven-year-old not only believes 
people of colour are inferior and ought 
to die, but knows how to kill them. 

The particular case will be decided - 
as the lawyers say - on the facts as 
proven. But the policy questions merit 
consideration by as, the public, for it Ls 
in our name tlrat our governments act. 
Does the systematic, intentional incul¬ 
cation of hate warrant taking children 
away from their parents? Can the ethi¬ 
cal abase of children - teaching them to 
Ik* seriously bad - ever jastify their 
seizure by thi' state? 

These are complicated matters. Here 
are* some thoughts: 

First, we must acknowledge that the 
seizure of children Ls draconian. 1 am 
thi' mother of threv, now adult, chil¬ 
dren. There Is little worse the state 
could have done to me than take our 
children away. No doubt, extreme vigi¬ 
lance oil government seizure of chil¬ 
dren Ls needed. 

Second, I fear many people are much 
too ready to see child abuse where it 
doesn't exLst. Consider the falsi' accu¬ 
sations of satanic, ritual abuse of chil¬ 
dren that arose in the early l!t!K)s. 
Acting on the false belief that children 
always tell the truth about their treat¬ 
ment by adults, many people wore 


charged with serious offences. A prime 
Canadian example occurred in 
Martensville, Saskatchewan, where a 
mother alleged that a woman who ran a 
babysitting service and daycare' centre 
in her home had sexually abused her 
child. Eventually more than a dozen 
people, including several police offi¬ 
cers, faced a host of serioas allegations 
of child sexual abuse. 

The reality was far different There' 
had lxx'ti no epidemic of ritualistic 
abuse. An RCMP investigation into the 
Saskatchewan charges concluded they 
had biH'n driven by "emotional hyste¬ 
ria.” Impressionable children had told 
investigators what the children thought 
they wanted to hear and investigators 
had moulded the children's testimony 
according to their own preconceptions. 
In the process, reputations - indeed, 
lives - were ruined. 

Third, the state does intervene - 
rightfully, many of us think - when the 
Ix'liefs of parents threaten their chil¬ 
dren’s welfare in an immediate way. 
Consider the cases involving Jehovah's 
Witnesses for whom blood transfusions 
are 1 unacceptable from the religious 
perspective. The courts have a well- 
established practice of taking children 
they consider too young to make the 
decision for themselves into care, just 
long enough for the necessary transfu¬ 
sions to be made. 

It’s clear a parent's freedoms of con¬ 
science ;uul religion, while legally pro- 
tected in the Charter, are not absolute. 
Children are not the pro|x'rty of their 
parents. They have indejx'ndent rights 
;uid interests which the state must 
sometimes protect by blocking their 
parents' wishes. Yes, but which rights 
mid interests, mid when? 


Is physical harm the only criterion? I 
think not. Imagine parents who persist¬ 
ently prevent their children from get¬ 
ting an education. Probably most of as 
would agree their children should be 
taken from them. Uneducated, the cliil- 
dren have no real future. 

What then alxnit children brought up 
in a household that is relentlessly and 
hatefully racist? The generally applica¬ 
ble standard for guardianship decisions 
Ls "lx's! interests of the child”. Given 
that foster care is often inadequate, we 
can’t justify seizure of children unless 
their best interests will be so served. Is 
ethical abase - the systematic inculca¬ 
tion of hatred - enough? Does it differ 
so greatly from refusal to educate? 
How do you function safely, let alone 
even remotely successfully, in our high¬ 
ly diverse society, if you arc taught from 

Day 1 that people of colour (or Jews, 
Aboriginal people, or other minority 
populations) deserve to die? 

And what if it Lsn't just hate as mi atti¬ 
tude that is taught, but also the ways in 
which hate can be acted upon? The 
seven-year-old girl in the Manitoba case 
- if the reports arc correct - told inves¬ 
tigators she knew how to kill black peo¬ 
ple mid proceeded to explain. 

To remove children from such a 
home does not strike me as ideological 
tyranny. Given such extreme ethical 
abuse, we would lx* justified, I think, in 
trying to give the children involved a 
better chance at a decent future. And 
in my book, the hate alone, even with¬ 
out the teaching of murderous tech¬ 
nique, could sometimes warrant 
removal.

We have had some hot weather and some wet weather recently and it has 
created a bumper crop of dandelions. June is always busy for weeds and ^ 

unsightly premise complaints to the bylaw department at the town, and this year is shaping up to 
be much of the same. Our nuisance bylaw stipulates that every occupant or owner shall: 

cut the grass on property they own or occupy and to cut the grass on 
any boulevard which abuts, flanks or adjoins such property and this 
shall include lanes or alleys at the rear or side of such property so as 
not to be in an unsightly condition. 

control weeds on property they own or occupy and to control weeds 
on any boulevard which abuts, flanks or adjoins such property and 
this shall include lanes or alleys at the rear or side of such property. 

Please remember to cut your grass regularly and if you have weeds on your property to take 
measures to control or cut them before they go to seed and become a nuisance to your 
neighbors.

police officer." 

Colby fold those in atten¬ 
dance of a call he once 
received as a dispatcher. 
The SMI call was from a 
woman with a desperate cry 
for help. 

"I had to listen to the call 
and this lady was screaming 
that her luishand was break¬ 
ing into her house.” 

As police raced to the 
house the man was able to 
break in and barricade both 
entrances. 

Shortly thereafter Colby 
said the woman on the 
phone exclaimed “He's 
going to shoot me!” The 
final cry was followed by 
several popping sounds. 

“When (police) finally did 
go in they found the man 
dead and the lady dead and 
they also found a three-year- 
old girl who was in the clos¬ 
et for three hours waiting.” 

Colby’s story of extreme 
violence was referred to by 
many of the speakers who 
provided details about how 
police and the law have 
slowly evolved to better 
protect women in abusive 
relationships. But despite 
such improvements, they all 
noted that the law still has a 
long way to go to provide 
adequate protection and 
prosecution. 

Didsbury RCMP Cst. 
Robert Kavanaugh 

explained that officers are 
required to lay charges in all 
cases of domestic distur¬ 
bances; it Is no longer a mat¬ 
ter for individual officers to 
decide on at the scene. He 
went on to provide statistics 


illustrated just how wide¬ 
spread domestic abuse is. 

In Canada between 2000 
and 2000, 101 police offi¬ 
cers and Canadian soldiers 
were killed. In that same 
time frame, 500 women 
had been killed either by 
shooting, stabbing, stran¬ 
gulation or heating by 
their partner. In the U.S., 
4,588 police or military 
officials were killed, while 
8,000 women lost their 
lives to domestic homi¬ 
cide. 

“Something has created 
these individuals... they’re 
not born that way,” says 
Campbell about how men 
become so abusive. “We’re 
not born violent, and many 
of them don’t like how 
they are, they just don’t 
know how to control it.” 

As a result, she says we 
need to better understand 
what creates these individ¬ 
uals and address the prob¬ 
lem at its root. Campbell 
likens it to people lining 
up at a cliff to jump off. 
Society is better off find¬ 
ing out why they’re jump¬ 
ing off the cliff rather than 
continuing to build more 
ambulances to pick up the 
remains at the bottom. 

“(These men) are so 
afraid of being abandoned 
that they become violent 
to prevent the abandon¬ 
ment from happening.”

If anyone though! domes¬ 
tic abuse was only tut urban 
issue, then they have a lot to 
learn. 

That was one of the many 
messages conveyed to 
attendees of a speaking 
event about domestic abuse 
last Thursday at the 
Carstairs Community 
Centre. 

The free dinner event, 
dubbed A wareness to A-dif- 
ferenee, opened the floor to 
various shakers including 
police officers, support 
groups and most notably, a 
keynote address by crown 
prosecutor Val Campbell. 

The event was hosted by 
the Carstairs-Didsbury part¬ 
nership Vision for Non- 
Violence, which is com¬ 
prised of various wellness 
workers, mental health pro¬ 
fessionals, and victim, peer 
and child support services. 

Carstairs mayor loanee 
Colby opened the event 
with a heart-wrenching 
story front his time as a 
police officer and dispatch¬ 
er with the Calgary police 
force. 

“I know when I first start¬ 
ed and you went to a domes¬ 
tic dispute, if the person 
who complained didn’t lay 
charges we would go out 
and that would be die end of 
it,” Colby began.

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Senior volunteer award 
winner has a passion 
for the museum

For Shirley Dorin, the winner of 
Didsbury’s 200!* Senior Volunteer 
Award, the word volunteer is not what 
she would use to describe what she 
does. 

“I’m a little uncomfortable with that,” 
she says about being awarded the hon¬ 
our. She acknowledged a number of 
people who help out with the museum 
and felt the honour needed to go to 
everyone that’s put their time and effort 
into the museum. 

Dorin volunteers at the Didsbury 
Museum on a regular basis and has for 
about four years. “I was on the board 
the year before we acquired this build¬ 
ing from Chinook's Edge,” 
she says. Dorin has lived 
in Didsbury for 40 years. 

She has gained a sense of 
passion for the building 
she now works so dili¬ 
gently to increase aware- 11 

ness about. “There’s such Vv/lLIi 
potential here that could 
be developed...it was the 
centre of the community Cl. 

at one time.” 

The building, built in \T\ 

1907, used to be a school V 1 

before it was turned into 
a museum. “I used to be a 
schoolteacher, so there’s 
that connection," Dorin 
says about her closeness 
to the building, but 
there’s something else. Dorin lives in a 
house that was built by the same man 
who built the old school building - 
Ephraim Shantz. 

“1 don’t usually work in the building - 
I usually work outside trying to flaunt 
this building,” she laughs. “I try to raise 
money for the building - since we’ve 
acquired it now we can do things (to the 
building), but we have no money." 

One of the projects is raising money to 
get an elevator put into the museum for 
the visitors who may not be able to 
make it up and down the stairs. 

Along with promoting the museum 
Dorin helps bring the museum to Aspen 
Ridge Lodge. In what they hope to make 
a regular visit, the ladies at the museum 
bring artifacts to the residents at the 
lodge who are unable to make it to the 
museum. 

Dorin recalls the last time she helped 
take artifacts to the lodge and an arti-

fact she was taking around actually 
struck a chord with one of the* residents. 
“1 was taking this tiny little basket 
around that, back in the day, you would 
put leftover soap chips in," Dorin 
explained. “Then you would run it 
through the water to soap up the water." 

Dorin said one of the residents who 
suffered from Alzheimer’s disease con¬ 
tinued to repeat a word when she saw 
the little basket. When her daughter 
mentioned this to Dorin she recognized 
what she was trying to say. Dorin said 
the lady was referring to another use for 
the tiny little basket which was putting 
other chips in to bleach clothing. When 
she explained this to the daughter, the 
mother began to nod and tears flowed. 
“Here was this lady who had so much 
difficulty communicating 
- and she finally got her 
thought across to some¬ 
one.” The reaction Dorin 
received from the resi¬ 
dents of the lodge has 
prompted her to continue 
to take more items back. 
For Father’s day the 

C museum will take arti¬ 

facts over to the lodge 
again for the men to enjoy 
r-jl as a Father’s Day treat. 

CAl Before the interview 

Dorin was busy collecting 
artifacts that the men 

would enjoy reminiscing 
about. Eventually Dorin 
would like to get some 
equipment to record the 
residents remembering and talking 
about stories that are triggered from the 
artifacts they see. 

Though she puts in a lot of her time to 
tin 1 museum she’s never seen it as work 
or even volunteering. “It’s a very selfish 
thing on my part because I enjoy every 
minute of it.” She has found many peo¬ 
ple in the town are so passionate about 
the museum and it makes her proud to 
be involved in revitalizing the museum. 
“This building has such an emotional 
touch and to see people gratified (with 
it) where else do you get that? I’m for 
that - that’s why I do it...it isn’t because 
I want to be a volunteer with some¬ 
thing.” 

For Dorin the joy she receives from 
the time and effort that she puts into the 
museum is worth it. “For me, 1 wanted 
to belong to something that had real 
potential - and this museum does."

Service dog fundraiser a success 

Organizers estimate well over $19,000 was raised 
during a weekend fundraiser to help buy a service dog 
for a local girl with a rare disease. 

The Saturday night fundraiser for Dawsyn Harke was 
attended by well over 300 people with over 150 donat¬ 
ed auction items - 20 items in the live auction and 130 
in the silent auction. 

Money raised will help pay for a service dog through 
an organization called 4 Paws for Ability. 

Dawsyn was diagnosed with a very rare form of 
epilepsy at the age of two. When she was six months 
old, Dawsyn suffered a 30-minute seizure 12 hours 
after her six-month vaccinations. 

“They thought it was just a one-time thing," Dawsyn’s 
mom Marvel Mcammond says of the doctors’ diagnosis 
at the time. Two months later, Dawsyn suffered anoth¬ 
er 35-minute seizure. The following day, after suffering

It’s 5:30 a.m. when the bus pulls into the station in 
Edmonton. After getting off the train Clarks heads to his 
hotel room for a couple of hours of sleep before having to 
be back at the legislature at 9 a.m. 

If you think that’s a little excessive one day of the month 
or the year, try doing it once a week. 

That’s the dedication Clark had for hockey in the 1960s, 
and you’d be hard-pressed to find anyone who would say 
that even the smallest crumb of that dedication has fleet¬ 
ed since. 

In recognition of that dedication, Clark has been award¬ 
ed two of the highest, most prestigious awards by Hockey 
Canada and Hockey Alberta. 

Hockey Canada bestowed Clark with its Volunteer of 
the Year award, which was presented to Clark at the asso¬ 
ciation’s annual AGM in Vancouver in May. 

On June 13 he was honoured with a Lifetime 
Membership with Hockey Alberta at its annual awards 
gala. 

“It’s a real honour, but you always have to keep in mind 
that there are several hundred other people who could get 
the same award," says Clark about the volunteer award. 

“I accept the award very humbly knowing there are 
thousands and thousands of other people that have done 
just as much as I have and I’d rather accept it knowing 
that I represent all those people that are the unsung 
heroes and I’m lucky to be recognized.”

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Hail season approaching 


As Didsbury area crops 
begin to grow and another 
hail season approaches, 
many fanners across the 
province will he casting a 
nervous eye at the sky - 
hoping their fields are 
spared from hail damage 
this summer. 

For the past two years, 
Alberta producers have 
suffered record levels of 
crop damage due to severe 
hailstorms.

Highest crop losses in 
71 years 

“Last year was the worst 
we’ve seen in our 71 years 
as a public hail insurer. We 
paid out $73.5 million in 
claims through our Straight 
Hail program - more than 
doubling the record $40 
million the year before," 
says Gilbert Goudreau, 
provincial adjusting man¬ 
ager with Agriculture 
Financial Services 

Corporation (AFSC), the 
provincial Crown 

Corporation that provides 
the majority of hail insur¬ 
ance in Alberta. 

While Environment 
Canada reported 66 severe 
hailstorms last year, down 
from a record 8!) the year 
before, many storms last 
summer were more intense 
and widespread as they 
tracked across the 
province, says Goudreau. 
“We had 563 different areas 
of the province report hail 
compared to about 300 
areas in a normal year." 
The hardest hit regions 
were southern Alberta and 
the corridor that nins along 
the Queen Elizabeth II 
Highway between 

Edmonton and Calgary, 
which includes Mountain 
View County. 

It’s impossible to predict 
what will happen this sum¬ 
mer, says Dan Kulak, an 
Environment Canada 
meteorologist in 

Edmonton. “It’s been a 
very dry spring across 
most of Alberta, but June 
is a critical month that 
often sets up the summer 
for hail depending on how 
much rain falls. If we get 
some real soakers, it can 
fuel hailstorms in July, 
which is typically when we 
see the most hail activity.”

sions as early as possible 
this year. The number of 
producers calling us to buy 
hail insurance after their 
crops have already been hit 
has doubled. It’s unfortu¬ 
nate because we have to 
reject them for coverage if 
the damage on uninsured 
crops exceeds 25 per cent, 
or if the damage is too diffi¬ 
cult to accurately assess at 
such an early stage of plant 
growth.” 

“In some cases, we can 
defer assessment of the 
crop until mid-July when 
it’s more mature. But in the 
meantime, if more hail rolls 
through and does 25 per 
cent damage or more, 
they’re stuck without cov¬ 
erage for the whole sea¬ 
son." He adds crops with 
less than 25 per cent dam¬ 
age can be insured, but 
they’re charged a 
deductible to cover the pre¬ 
vious hail damage. 


east of Carstairs. “Most 
years, I get some hail 
because my fields art 1 so 
spread out. Some are in 
high risk areas." Last year, 
he says pea-sized and 
grape-sized hailstones 
hammered 600 acres of 
canola and barley, doing up 
to 70 per cent damage. 
Some fields were hit twice. 
Others were left 
untouched. “One quarter 
that used to get hailed all 
the time hasn't had it for 10 
years. You never know 
what to expect each year.” 

Goerzen’s was among 
more than 7,000 hail claims 
that AFSC responded to 
last summer through its 
Straight Hail program and 
the hail rider that many 
producers add to their crop 
insurance. 


next year, and it’s easier to 
deal with. If we used a 10- 
or 15-year model and 
removed our limit on rate 
increases, producers 
would be paying much 
higher rates this year.” 

Hail rates are set at a 
township level, based pri¬ 
marily on the hail experi¬ 
ence of each township and 
the surrounding eight 
townships. Less than 10 
per cent of Alberta’s 4,140 
townships will see a base 
rate increase of two per¬ 
centage points. About 70 
per cent will see an 
increase of one percentage 
point. More than 20 per 
cent will actually see their 
hail rates fall by one per¬ 
centage point or stay the 
same, notes Cook. “So if 
your rate is five per cent, 
your hail insurance will 
cost $5 for every $100 of 
coverage,” he explains, 
adding an acljustment is 
made for crops like canola 
that are more prone to hail 
damage. 

“The Straight Hail pro¬ 
gram is funded entirely by 
premiums. As a Crown 
Corporation, we set hail 
rates to cover crop losses, 
and to break even. There’s 
no profit factored in,” he 
adds. 

So far this year, a hail¬ 
storm was reported near 
Taber in mid-May, but the 
damage was minor, says 
Goudreau. 

“Whatever Mother 
Nature throws at us this 
year, our 140 adjusters are 
ready. We are committed to 
our mandate of providing 
hail coverage to farmers in 
every corner of the 
province, no matter how 
high the risk of hail.” 

Producers can access 
Straight Hail coverage at 
any time, says Goudreau, 
but it doesn’t come into 
effect until noon the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

“So we don’t recommend 
waiting until you hear 
storm warnings on the 
radio.”

Hail rate increases 
limited 

Despite back-to-back 
years of record hail claims 
in Alberta, producers 
across the province won’t 
see their hail rales increase 
by more than two percent¬ 
age points this year, says 
Avery Cook, manager of 
Actuarial Services and 
Program Readiness at 
AFSC. “We limit base rate 
increases to two percent¬ 
age points every year to 
keep them stable and mini¬ 
mize the impact of heavy 
hail years like the ones 
we’ve seen lately,” he 
explains. 

“We’re able to do this 
because we take a long¬ 
term approach to managing 
rates,” says Cook. “AFSC 
has been in the hail insur¬ 
ance business for 71 years, 
so we’re able to calculate 
rates using 25 years of hail 
data - one of the longest 
time frames in I In- industry 
- instead of the more com¬ 
mon 10-to-l5-year models.” 

Cook says that longer 
time period spreads the 
impact of record losses 
over several years of pre¬ 
miums. “So producers 
aren’t paying it ail back the 


A risky game 

Farmers play a risky 
game by waiting too long to 
buy their hail insurance, 
says Goudreau. “If they’re 
thinking about insuring 
their crops, we recommend 
doing it as soon as the 
plants emerge. It doesn’t 
save any money to wait a 
few weeks. You pay the 
same amount for hail insur¬ 
ance whether you start 
coverage in June, July or 
August." 

Richard Goerzen wastes 
little time insuring his 1,300 
acres of canola, barley and 
wheat once he’s done 
spring seeding. “With input 
costs up to $250 an acre, I 
have too much invested to 
risk losing it all to hail,” 
says Goerzen, who farms

Raise awareness of elder abuse 


Yesterday, on June 15, the provincial government 
joined communities and governments around the 
world to raise awareness of elder abuse during the 4th 
annual World Elder Abuse Awareness Day. 

Like all Albertans, seniors deserve to live with digni¬ 
ty and respect. But, in our province and around the 
globe, elder abuse touches the lives of seniors from all 
walks of life, all income brackets, and all ethnic back¬ 
grounds. 

Unfortunately, any senior can be a victim of elder 
abuse, with the more common forms being financial 
and psychological abuse. In some cases, seniors may 
experience more than one form of abuse at the same 
time. 

Being aware of elder abuse and being able to recog¬ 
nize potential signs are important first steps to 
addressing the problem. Common signs of elder abuse 
include unexplained injuries, low self-esteem and 
social withdrawal. 

Alberta Seniors and Community Supports, in part¬ 
nership with the Alberta Elder Abuse Awareness 
Network, has developed a service provider screening 
guide to help front-line caregivers and service 
providers identify possible cases of elder abuse and 
support victims in obtaining help. 

If you suspect elder abuse is occurring, the police 
can help determine if the situation is criminal in nature 
and can provide information about community 
resources. You can also call the provincial Family 
Violence Information Line toll free (310-1818) for infor¬ 
mation, advice, mid referrals.
